Vets” Widows

May Be Eligible
For Home Loans

Veterans Service Officer,
Bessie D. Slonecker today ad-
vised widows of wartime vet-
erans, in this area that they
may be eligible for state or
federal home loans.

A widow of a California vet-
(eran may be eligible for a
“Cal-Vet” loan if the veteran
had established his ellgxblllty
as one who was born in or
entered the service from this
state, In other words, she
{would be in line for the loan
'to which the deceased veteran
had established his unused
righl if she has not remarried,

Cal-Vet loans are made up to
$15,000 for a home and $40,
000 for a farm. The widow
and the desired property would
have to qualify along the same
lines as for a veteran’s loan: on
the basis of income, debts,
suitability of the property, and
so forth,

In the case of federal “GI”
loans, veterans’ unremarried
widows of this or any state
may be eligible if the death
|of the veteran resulted from
a service-connected disability,
or if the deceased died during
service,

Such widows are eligible for
¢ither direct loans, from the
Veterans Administration, or a
loan guaranteed by the Vet-
erans Administration, depend-
ing upon which type is avail-
able in the area where the
‘I(mn is to be used. As in the
case of Cal-Vet loans, qualifi-
cation requirements are essen-
tially the same for a widow as
for a veteran,

Widows of World War II'
veterans must make applica-
tion for federal GI loans be-
fore July 25, 1960 and widows '
of Korean conflict veterans
have until January 31, 1965,

There is no time limit on ap-
plications for Cal - Vet loans,
cither for widows or veterans.
